The WSB 
would thus cease te function near- 
ly five months before the controls 
program is scheduled to end on 
April 30, and its death unques- 
tionably would be a major stride 
toward cancellation of all con- 
trols. 

Defense Mobilizer Henry Fowler 
said in a television interview yes- 
terday he believed industry, after 
“24 or 48 hours reflection,” would 
decide to co-operate with the Gov- 
ernment program to stabilize 
wages. He said he believed it to 
be “utterly inconsistent” that in- 
dustry, which must pay wages, 
would not take part in a wage 
stabilization program. 

| Warns of Strikes. 

AFL President George Meany 
in another television interview 
said that a foldup of the WSB 
may result in protest strikes by 
unions if a way is not found to 
clear a logjam of pending wage 
agreements. There are about 12,- 
000 such cases before the board, 
and Meany said he believed Tru- 
man could solve the situation by 
giving blanket approval of all of 
them. 

A spokesman for the board said 
all but a few of the 12,000 cases 
could be disposed of by the staff. 
The few are major disputes which 
require decisions by the board it- 
self, as im the coal wage case. 
These include wage agreements 
involving 70,000 anthracite coal 
workers; several thousand west 
coast maritime workers; 23,000 
employes of Bethlehem Steel Co.’s 
east coast shipyards, and workers 
in the electrical industry. 

One thing appeared certain: 
Unions which now have wage pe- 
titions before the WSB are not 
likely to take the wage situation 
lying down. 

Meany said the AFL favored 
wage and price controls, but he 
thought the situation was tending 
toward an end to both. He said 
if price controls were lifted, wage 
controls must be suspended, too. 
CIO president Walter Reuther, 
whose union at its national con- 
vention last week voted a resolu- 
tion to seek an end to wage con- 
trols, is expected in Washington 
this week to talk to Truman and 
Putnam and urge suspension of 
wage curbs. 

Putnam’s Position. 

Putnam, who also was in public 
disagreement with Truman’s coal 
decision, believes he has the legal 
authority to keep the program 
going even without a wage board.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 8 (UP)— 
The Supreme Court riled tod 
that a manufacturer legally may 
refuse to admit federal 
drug inspectors into 

The Government Mas cantended 
that such a decision would cut the 
heart out of its inspection pro- 
gram, which is the key to enforce- 
ment of the Food and Drug Law. 


Justice William O. Douglas de- 
livered the court’s 8 to 1 decision. 
Justice Harold H. Burton was the 
lone dissenter. 


Douglas said the wording of the 
law is too vague to permit the 
interpretation sought by the Gov- 
ernment. 


Ruling in Apples Case. 


The case stemmed from the re- 
fusal of Ira D. Cardiff, president 
of the Washington Dehydrated 
Food Co., Yakima, Wash., to let 
inspectors into his plant to see 
how he was handling apples. 


The Justice Department haled 
Cardiff into court. He was fined 
$300. But the Ninth United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals reversed 
the judgment against him by a 
different interpretation of the 
law. K 

The law provides for plant in- 
spections by Federal agents after 
first making request and obtain- 
ing permission of the owner.” An- 
other section, referring to this 
provision, provides a maximum 
penalty of one year in jail and/or 
a fine of $1000 for refusal to let 
the inspectors in. 

The Ninth Circuit ‘thought the 
language means that a violation 
occurs only when the owner first 
gives permission and later changes 
his mind. The Justice Department 
said this interpretation “offends 
common sense” and removes all 
the teeth from the law. 

Reversal in Labor Case. 

Reversing itself, the court, in 
another case decided 7 to 2 not 
to rule on whether state courts 
may issue temporary injunctions 
against secondary boycotts which 
are forbidden by the Taft-Hartley 
Act. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board had sought to get a deci- 
sion that it has exclusive authori- 
ty to enforce the Taft-Hartley 
Act in Federal courts, but the 
court said it had been “improvi- 
dent“ when it agreed several 
| weeks ago to hear the case grow- 
: ing out of an Alabama labor dis- 


pute.

Anti-French Rioting Flares Up 
In Morocco, 34 Persons Killed 


Angry Mob Slashes 
Throats of Two Euro- 
peans, Cuts Off Hands

to Death. 
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CASABLANCA, Morocco, Dec. 
8 (AP)—Four Europeans and 
about 30 Moroccans were killed 
in bloody anti-French rioting ia 
this French North African protec- 
torate today. 


Police informants said an angry 
mob caught three Europeans in 
a stone quarry, slashed the 
throats of two and cut off their 
hands. The head of a third was 
crushed with rocks. Three other 
Europeans were wounded. 

Later M. Ribes, a former offi- 
cial in the Casablanca municipal 
government, was dragged from 
his car and stoned to death. 


Ten Moroccans were killed 
when a crowd of more than 6000, 
carrying independence banners, 
began marching on the European 
section of the city. Police opened 
fire. Earlier about 20 Moroccans 
were killed when a mob of 5000 
moved on a police station. 

An 8 p.m. to 6 a.m. curfew 
was imposed and assemblies of 
more than 10 persons barred. 


A police official driving to 


work was attacked by a mob dur- 
ing the morning. His automobile 
was burned but he escaped. A 
French schoolmaster leading 
Moroccan children to school 
opened fire on a crowd which 
started throwing stones at him 
and drove them off. 

The outbreaks here on the 
northwest African coast followed 
a nation-wide strike call by the 
Moroccan General Labor Con- 
federation, which acted in sym- 
pathy with the Tunisian workers 
movement (U.G.T.) The U.G.T. has 
ordered a three-day walkout for 
Tunisia in protest against the un- 
explained assassination near Tunis 
last Friday of Farhat Hached, Tu- 
nisian nationalist leader and gen- 
eral secretary of the U.G.T. 

In Tunis yesterday some 300

OSLO, Dec. 8 (AP) — United 
Nations Secretary General Trygve 
Lie declared in a recorded inter- 
view with the Norwegian state 
broadcasting system last night 
that there is little hope for peace 
in Korea. 


“Everything has been done that 
could be done by the United Na- 
tions, but I’m sorry to say it 
looks as if they who started the 
Korean war and attacked the Re- 
public of South Korea, in reality, 
are against a peaceful settle- 
ment,” declared Lie.

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Nobody has ever told us that we have a blue 
nose. We have said as much for tolerance and 


free choice as the next, and maybe a little more. 


We agree with Mr. Gathings’ committee and 
with Miss Banning that censorship is not wanted. 
We believe that Gov. Dewey of New York was 
right when he vetoed a vague censorship law 
last April; and we believe that the United 
States Supreme Court was right when it in- 
validated similar legislation in 1948. 

Even with the best of intentions, censorship 
is well. nigh impossible. Standards vary. One 
man's meat is another man’s poison. It is im- 
possible to draw hard-and-fast definitions and to 
compile definitive lists to be placed in the 


hands of the police. Attempts to do so have re- 


sulted in ludicrous attacks on the classics. 

It is stupidly insulting, however, to defend 
this filth in the name of great literature, to 
claim—as one publisher did before the commit- 
tee—that it reflects the life of the people, that 
it shows how most of us think and live and that 
therefore it interests us. The plain fact is- that 
this business, for the most part, is a dirty way 
of making a quick dollar. And those who are 
in it know this better than anybody else. 

These publishers had better clean up. They 
can tell the difference between printed pros- 
titution” and defensible realism well enough. 
Their publications are not isolated border-line 
cases. They and their wholesalers and their dis- 
tributors can stop dumping this stuff on the 
newsstands. Above all, they can stop forcing a 
news dealer to accept it under the pressure of 
denying him the legitimate magazines which he 
really wants to sell. „ 

* * * 

More and more communities are becoming 
aroused over this trade in dirt. They are dis- 
covering some of the unsavory aspects of how 
an unsavory business is conducted. So far, most 
of them have taken only moderate measures to 
bring about a clean-up. But there is more than 
enough anger behind the protest to lead to 


stronger measures, even unwise measures, if 


these people do not get results. 

While stopping short of censorship, the Gath- 
ings committee is recommending a tightening of 
federal laws against the transportation of inde- 
cent publications. And some communities al- 
ready have authorized police action. 

The best hope still is that the publishers and 
distributors themselves will strike the objection- 
able items from their lists, Of course, those pub- 
lishers who put out nothing else can hardly do 
that. All they can do is get out of the trade.

We once knew a hot-tempered child who had 
spent a full day in the woods picking goose- 
berries. Climbing over a fence on the way home, 
she spilled a few. In a paroxysm of fury, she 
cried “Scatter the gooseberries!” and flung to 
the winds the entire product of the expedition. 

The Wage Stabilization Board is something 
like that. Its chairman and the seven members 
representing industry have resigned in protest 
against President Truman's veto of the board’s 
decision in the coal case. Unless the President 
can find new members willing to serve the few 
remaining weeks of his Administration, the 
board is effectively paralyzed. 

Certainly the board members are right in dis- 
agreeing with Mr. Truman’s decision and in 
upholding the principles of stabilization they ap- 
plied to the coal case. 

In all candor, however, it must be admitted 
that the board members who have now resigned 
did not have to shoulder the responsibility of 
permitting a coal strike which would have come 
to its crisis just as President-elect Eisenhower 
was entering office. Would they have inveighed 
quite so bitterly against the White House de- 
cision if this responsibility had been theirs? 

Chairman Archibald Cox; at least, appears to 
have faced this question. He evidently felt that 
a coal strike was rather tough medicine. His 
own recipe for dealing with the case was to 
suspend all wage and price controls except in 
a few areas of acute shortage, When he was 
overruled on this, he quit rather than administer 
a program he ‘considered seriously impaired. 

If Mr. Truman’s decision does not have that 
result, the mass resignations of the industry 
members may do it. There is only one con- 
solation. Obviously Mr. Cox must believe that 
decontrol can be accomplished without serious 
harm to the economy, If he is right, then the 
blow dealt by the coal case may also be absorbed 
without serious harm to the economy. 
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Trouble We Did Not Make 

What may be Philip C. Jessup’s last diplomatic 
assignment may also be his most difficult. He 
is representing the United States in the United 
Nations’ consideration of the French record in 
North Africa. Anything he says is almost sure 
to be denounced by one side or the other, the 
French or the Asiatic-Arabian supporters of the 
North Africans. 

The United States did support the move for 
a hearing of the Tunisian complaints. To have 
done otherwise would have offended the Arab 
states whose good will is essential to the de- 
fense of the Mediterranean; it would have cast 
doubt on our democratic principles all over Asia, 
and it would have given the Communists ammu- 
nition for another propaganda offensive. 

On the other hand, the French bitterly resent 
interference in what they consider an internal 
affair. And other colonial powers, Great Britain 
and Belgium especially, look with considerable 
disfavor on any U.N. action which might con- 
stitute a precedent for similar “interference” in, 
say, Kenya or the Congo. The outbreak of 
violence, marked by ti assassination of Farhat 
Hached, the Tunisian leader, already has been 
blamed on the U.N. One side says the U.N. has 
inflamed the terrorists. The other side says that 
more positive U.N. action could have prevented 
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City Halls plan for ‘a publicly-owned transit 
authority can be compared with a well-built 


bus with few seats. The plan would turn transit 


into purely city business, but the transit prob- 
lem is far larger than the city limits. 

Por this and other reasons, the proposat al- 
ready has met strong criticism by the president 
of the Board of Aldermen, Charles E. Albahese. 
Yet some of the details of the proposed city 
charter amendment are excellent. The Mayor's 
Transit Ownership Committee studied weak- 
nesses of publicly owned transportation else- 
where, and tried to avoid them here, 

Politics in the transit authority management 
would be held to a minimum. The 
board would be bi-partisan and its members 
would serve staggered terms, so they would not 
all be under obligation to one man or party. 


This agency would be given broad powers . 


over traffic. And slow transit service and con- 
gested traffic are twin problems. 

Basic financing would be protected by use 
of revenue bends. Voters would have to approve 
them and could vete a bad deal for establish- 
ing city transit lines. Unfortunately, however, 
the project does n6t strictly prohibit use of city 
revenue to help support transit operations. This 
has caused trouble in cities where fares have 
been held down at the taxpayers’ expense. 


In addition, the transit authority would be 

exempt from many taxes, and would not have to 
pay out dividends to owners. This would save 
large sums of money to put into better transit 
service. It is the principal argument for public 
ownership. 
So the Mayor’s committee generally did a 
good job of planning, within the limits pre- 
scribed by Mayor Darst himself. The Mayor 
had insisted on city ownership. This, in our 
opinion, was a mistake. 

City Counselor Crowe doubts that city and 
county have much joint interest in transit. He 
says one purpose of city ownership would be to 
protect the core of St. Louis from decay. But 
does not the city draw many of its workers 
and customers from the county?: The core can- 
not prosper fully without good connections with 
the area around it. 

The logical way to provide metropolitan transit 
service is to establish a metropolitan transit 
authority. A project to do just that is already 
under way. Petitions for a board of freeholders 
to plan a metropolitan authority have already 
been approved in the city, and undoubtedly 
will be checked soon in the county. 


When that is accomplished, the St. Louis 
area can await a proposal for a public transit 
system which would represent the area it would 
have to serve, 7 

Pending action on a metropolitan authority, 
the Board of Aldermen should reject the plan 
for a city authority. The City Hall proposal is 
a constructive basis for considering the form 
of public ownership, but it simply ignores the 
hopeful and necessary trend toward metropoli- 
tan unity, :

WASHINGTON. 

In that bustling and completely imagin- 
ary city of Eureka, U.S.A., the skillful 
artisans have, for generations, made whif- 
fletrees. But in the year 1952 whiffletrees 
almost as good as Eureka’s and at half the 
cost are made in the picturesque medieval 
city of Dutzen-sur-Lohengren, which is an 
imaginary spot in free Europe. 


Obviously the traditional thing for the 
Republican party is to put a tariff on 
Lohengren whiffletrees to protect Eureka 
against such competition. The Republicans 
are back in office again. Will the Eisen- 
hower Administration do it? 


Not if Gen. Eisenhower has his way! 
To enthusiastic supporters of Ike that flat 
answer seems final. But.is it? 


Elliott V. Bell, editor and publisher of 
Business Week, friend and adviser of Gov. 
Dewey (who would almost certainly have 
had cabinet rank in a Dewey Administra- 
tion) pointed out in a recent speech that 
this may not be so easy. Taking a hard 
look at our tariff policies is something, 
observed Mr. Bell drily, “peculiarly dis- 
agreeable to a Republican Administra- 
tion.” Mr. Bell spoke as a Republican, 
and his words were in warning. 

Let us see what may happen. The two 
Congressmen from the area of Eureka, 
U.S.A.—Representatives Biffle and Baffle 
—want whiffletrees protected and at once 
propose higher tariffs. It is true that war- 
worn citizens of Dutzen-sur-Lohengren des- 
perately need to e to America and are 
proudly determined to substitute trade for 
financial aid. Communist leader Zornski 
chuckles over the Biffle-Baffle bill which 
would hold back the recovery of his color- 
ful native city. 


Messrs. Biffle and Baffle probably real- 
ize that it is to the interest of America as 
a whole to have a strong, prosperous free 
Europe, selling lots of goods to Eureka, 

S.A. In return Eureka, U. S. A., goods 

be sold to Dutzen-sur-what’s-its- 
But it is also to the local short- 
term Eurekan interest to have whiffletrees 


protected. Since Eureka represents a 
small minority, it would get nowhere by 
itself. So what do the Congressmen do? 
What tariff advocates have done for gen- 
erations—they go out and seek Congress- 
men with similar local interests for a jolly 
old evening of logrolling. 

It seems that in the bucolic prairie town 
of Two Guns, U.S. A., the local produet of 
pressed alfalfa preserve is threatened by 
imports from Ranji-Banji, India. Obviously 
the thing to do is for Congressmen from 
Eureka and Two Guns to get together. 

I have been very careful in the above to 
use fictitious names, and resemblance to 
real life is, of course, purely coincidental. 
Not for a minute would I hint a parallel 
in all this to the rider Congress wrote on 
the Defense Production Act in 1951 and 
the continuation of the rider in 1952, im- 
posing quotas on cheese and other dairy 
products. 

Some of our best friends in Europe, 
Holland, the Scandinavian countries, Bel- 
gium, and the like turned white with anger 
at this action which they regarded as arro- 
gant whip-snapping by the world’s biggest 
banker at a time of acute dollar shortage.

be able to broadcast his club’s 
contests by radio. 


About all Veeck knows is that 
he still has property rights in his 
ball games, on the road or at 
home, and that he can decide 
whether the activities of his ball 
players will be in TV 
screens or descri over the air 
lanes. But until he agrees to per- 
mit telecasts and broadcasts of 
Brown games on the road he will 
not be in a position to his 
own show at Sportsman’s Park 
on TV screen or on the air. 


Other problems Solved. 

Except for TV, the major 
leagues did a fairly good job of 
solving their problems. A bonus 
rule with teeth was approved at 
the joint meeting yesterday. It 
means that wealthy clubs will still 
be free to pay large sums of 
money to young ball players, but 
the payments will be more risky 
than in the past. The bonus play- 
ers will have to be carried on the 
big league rosters or the play- 
ers designated as bonus players, 
by reason of receiving more than 
$4000 for signing, will become im- 
mediately subject to the draft. 
Steps were taken, too, to pre- 
vent deals like the one that put 
Ewell Blackwell on the Yankee 
roster late last season. In the 
future both leagues must waive 
on a player before he can be 
sold to a club in another big 
league after June 15. In other 
words, if a Cincinnati club ob- 
tained walvers on Blackwell after 
June 15, all American League 
clubs would have a chance. to 
claim him for the waiver price. 
The Cleveland Indians, who 
squawked loudly last summer 
when the Yankees obtained Black- 
well, had a chance to get him. 


Blackwell was offered to Cleve- 


land, but the Yankees. made a 
better offer and got the pitcher. 


That High School Rule. 


The high school rule, which 
was approved by both leagues on 
Saturday, was formally adopted 
at the joint session. It is the 
same rule that has been on the 
books. Scouts may talk to play- 
ers still in high school, but can’t 
sign them until after graduation. 
Actually, offers submitted during 
the pre-graduation conversations 
could be very important, so the 
rule is more gesture than impor- 
tant. 

A complicated realignment pro- 
posal made by Kansas City was 
turned down by the majors be- 
cause sufficient notice hadn't 
been given that it was to be on 
the agenda. However, the joirit 
meeting took a step to ease re- 
alignment. Henceforth, a club 
that wants to move to a minor 
league city will need only the ap- 
proval of a majority of the clubs 
in its league. Formerly both ma- 
jor leagues had to apnrove a 
transfer. The new rule, however, 
doesn’t make the transfer of a 


the question of compnsating the 
minor league involved remains. 

As a resvit of the Harry Bre- 
cheen case the rules. were amend- 
ed to give any plaver permission

Changing Boiler Water. 

T’S all but impossible to say 

how often the water inside a 

boiler should be changed be- 
cause in some s the water will 
remain clean enough for heating 
purposes season after season while 
in others the water will become 
dirty in a few short months. As 
we've said before, it takes more 
heat to warm dirty water and in 
some cases dirty water will give 
off a nasty odor through the ra- 
diators. If there is a glass gauge 
on your boiler and if the water 
inside it bubbles and foams when 
the furnace is hot, it is a good 
indication that the water should 
be changed. 

The fire should be out before 
you even think of changing the 
water and you should give the 


furnace a little time in Which to 


cool off. The dirty water is 
drained out through the drainout 
faucet at the base of the boiler. 
You can use buckets to haul this 
water to a nearby house drain or 
connect up the garden hose, When 
all the water is out of the boiler, 
open the valve on the supply line 
and allow the boiler to fill up 
the proper degree. 

Needless to say, it's going to 
take several hours from the time 
the fire goes out until the fresh 
water is reheated so plan on do- 
ing this job on a mild day when 
you can get along without heat 
for a few hours. Also, do it in the 
morning so you'll have comfort- 
able heat by evening.

ONE ROMAN GAME was 
known as “trigon.” Three play- 
ers took up places at the points 
in an equal-sided triangle. 

Two balls were thrown when 
trigon was played. One man 
would throw to either of his 
opponents, and the object was 
to cause the others to “muff the 
ball.” Two balls might come to- 
ward a player at the same time, 
and he had to be clever to catch 
both of them. 

Sometimes a trigon player saw 
a ball speeding toward him while 
he was in the act of throwing the 
other ball. In such a case he 
tried to make the catch with 
his free hand.
